(2) Unification of a Sierra Ma¬ 
dre school district from kinder¬ 
garten through high school, al¬ 
though Hawks said present as¬ 
sessed valuation per pupil does 
not warrant this; (3) Unifica¬ 
tion with Pasadena on the ele¬ 
mentary level or (4) unifica¬ 
tion with Pasadena providing 
public support is strong enough 
to warrant overcoming legal 
barriers involved. 

Hawks advised formation of 
a citizens fact-finding commit¬ 
tee to study feasibility of the 
above.

To Cost Over $3750 

Only stipulation in the agree¬ 
ment with Wayne-Fellows Pro¬ 
ductions was that the Sierra 
Madre float entry depict a 
scene from “Hondo,” John 
Wayne’s brand new 3-D movie 
based on a book of the same 
name by Louis L’Amour. This, 
of course, eliminates the al¬ 
ready completed design for 
“Treasure Island” which would 
have been used this year if 
fund-raising locally had been 
successful. 

Holds Place in Line 

Torn between a desire to pre¬ 
serve Sierra Madre’s long-held 
place in the line-up for the 
world’s most spectacular parade 
and an equally strong objec¬ 
tion to building a float with¬ 
out sufficient funds on hand, 
Col. Marriott made the decision 
on advice of senior citizens in 
Sierra Madre who have partici¬ 
pated in the float project in 
past years. 

Funds raised locally to date 
approximate $1000 in contribu¬ 
tions from the City, business 
houses and individuals. This 
amount will be added to the 
$3000 from the co-sponsor. R. C. 
Lewis, local float treasurer, as¬ 
serts that additional contribu¬ 
tions will be welcome as a safe¬ 
guard this year or to be held 
over to next year. 

Need Local Volunteers 

Urgently needed will be the 
help of Sierra Madre volunteer 
workers to glue on flowers as 
in the past. The float will be 
built and decorated at Miller 
Brothers, 716 East Valley Blvd., 
Alhambra, a 15-minute drive 
from here. An effort will be 
made to provide transportation 
for teams of workers starting 
about noon on Dec. 29. 

Miller Brothers is building 
floats from other cities who 
send volunteer workers from 
greater distances to do the dec¬ 
orating. 

Sierra Madreans, costumed 
by the movie studio, will ride 
the float. Sought is a man as 
tall as John Wayne and re¬ 
sembling him slightly if pos¬ 
sible. The Sierra Madre Parent- 
Teach Ass’n has promised aid 
in selecting a tall, blond wom¬ 
an to take the Geraldine Page 
role on the float. Also to be 
chosen are a tow-headed, 10- 
year-old boy and a mongrel 
dog. 

"Best 3-D Out" 

Described as a “three-dimen¬ 
sion adventure drama of the 
outdoors” with a setting in 
Mexico, “Hondo” is reported by 
Life Magazine of Dec. 14 to be 
“the best 3-D movie to come 
out so far.” 

Those responsible for reach¬ 
ing the decision, which repre¬ 
sents quite a departure for tra¬ 
ditional Sierra Madre, feel con¬ 
fident that it was the most ad¬ 
visable course to take, provid¬ 
ing security of an outstanding 
entry this year and a breathing 
space in which the town can 
use to advantage in making its 
float plans for next year.

Local Men Called On 

The local men virtually pin¬ 
pointed the spot where the 
youth was found after lying 
unconscious for three days and we |j 

nights. His condition was so 
serious he was removed by 
helicopter. 

So the Search and Rescue 
Crew was formed, was called 
out almost a dozen times that 
first year and frequently since, 
and each crewman was depu¬ 
tized at a county sheriff. 

Old hands, these, at hiking 
and hunting in the mountains, 
the crew men regard with dis¬ 
favor parents who allow their 
children to wander off aimless¬ 
ly and unprepared into the 
treacherous mountains. 

As one said: 

“Kids think mountain 
climbing, as they read about 
it, is a matter of scaling rocks. 

They are unprepared for the 
treachery of the off-trail slip¬ 
pery shale and decomposed 
granite which moves underfoot 
and can send bodies tumbling.” 

Serious Business 

The Seach and Rescue Crew 
doesn’t relish coming upon a 
badly injured, frightened child 
who, because of the experi¬ 
ences, may never again enjoy, 
as the crew men do, the won¬ 
ders of the mountain region. 

Because hiking in rugged 
terrain is serious business, 
they say it should be given 
serious thought—then enjoyed 
to the fullest. 

There are good trails. If 
doubtful, they say, call on the 
State Forest Service for advice 
BEFORE starting out.

gles and doubles . . . complete 
irregulars! 

As a prologue to your actual 
nursery visit, here are a few 
pertinent facts about this fa¬ 
vorite trio: 

Rhododendron, azalea and 
camellia hybrids have been de¬ 
veloped that are generally sat¬ 
isfactory for statewide growth, 
allowing for the fact that the 
rhododendron group does not 
grow particularly well in 
Southern California Most of 
these hybrids are especially 
floral in the cooler climates. 
And while you'll naturally be 
attracted by the magnificent 
color display which they can 
offer from November until 
March —remember, rhododen 
drons, azaleas and camellias 
are graceful bush forms 
throughout the year.

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Rodent Control “ 
Measures Told 
By Dr. Gilbert 

ROY O. GILBERT, M.D.

That flea-ridden rodent, the 
rat, certainly causes a lot of 
trouble. Among other things, it _ 
destroys and wastes huge 
amounts of food every year, _ 
starts fires by shorting electric 
wiring, and damages buildings ^ 
by gnawing and burrowing. 
Worst of all, the rat, and his 
insect parasites, carry and — 
transmit to human beings a S; 
number of serious diseases, in¬ 
cluding endemic typhus fever. — 
Local outbreaks of this ill- SI 
ness occur from time to time 
and, during the past few _ 
months, four cases were repor- si 
ed to health officials. Al¬ 
though all rodents may trans¬ 
mit the disease, the rat is _ 
thought to be the most likely 1 
carrier. 

Seek Winter Warmth 

With the coming of winter, [] 
many rats, who normally nest 
in trees, seek warmth in out¬ 
buildings, rubbish heaps, brusn _ 
piles, and in cozy spots to be n 
found in and around the home. 
This increase in rat population 
means greater exposure to the _ 
disease and, at such times, spo- E 
radio outbreaks of the disease 
occur—similar to that which p 
happened in one part of Los 
Angeles county near the end of 
1951. 

At that time, 20 individuals, j 
all of whom lived in the same 
block, were stricken with an 
illness of a like nature. In 11 
of these cases, typhus was _ 
positively identified as the 
cause of illness and, although 
a positive diagnosis could not g 
be obtained in the test, the 
cause was thought to be the 
same—typhus infection trans¬ 
mitted by the rat flea. 

Symptoms Listed £ 

Endemic typhus fever is ac¬ 
companied by fever, prostra¬ 
tion, persistent headache, and 
a skin eruption that generally j 
appears about the fifth or sixth 
day. Unlike the epidemic, or 
louse-born, type of typhus fe- “ 
ver which has killed millions 
of people in many parts of the 
world, the fatality rate of the 
endemic type encountered in 
Southern California is less than 
2 per cent. However, although 
the illness is relatively mild, it 1 
often results in weakness 
which may last over a period of 
several monlihs, lowering resist¬ 
ance to other maladies. 

Elimination of the rat is the 
best means of preventing rat- 
boms diseases which, in addi¬ 
tion to typhus fever, include 
trichinosis, rat-bite fever, infec¬ 
tious tjaundice, bubonic plague, 
tious jaundice, bubonic plague, 
lary dysentery and food poison¬ 
ing. Recommended control 
measures include the following 
advice: 

Control Measures 

Rat-proof homes and out¬ 
buildings, paying particular 
attention to vents in the roof. 

Keep garbage in metal cans 
with tight-fitting lids. 

Eliminate all rubbish heaps, 
whether in outbuildings, the 
yard or inside the house. 

Keep all domestic animals 
de-flead. 

Never handle a dead rat. Pick 
up on a shovel and incinerate 
or bury. 

Report evidence of rat infes¬ 
tation to health officials. 

Killing is best accomplished 
through the use of poisoned 
baits, poisonous gases or 
traps. With perhaps one or two 
exceptions, rat poisons are dan¬ 
gerous to man and should be 
used only under professional 
supervision.
